Adams county hunters, who today 


ended the best small game season in 
many years, on Monday will be able 
to go after bigger game with the 
opening of the deer season. 


County Game Protector Leo Bush- 


man, in terming this "the best small 
game season in years," added that 
"there probably will be a lot who 
disagree with that statement." 


"But," he continued, "some hunt- 


ers have been having excellent luck 
while other have not been able to 
find anything. There have been more 
reports however this year of ring- 
neck pheasants killed in the county 
than ever before. I've never known 
of so many hunters to get a pheas- 
ant. And checks made over the 
county show that there is a lot of 
game, even though, some hunters 
cannot find it. On a spot check made 
a couple days ago by simply driving 
along country roads, 150 rabbita 
were seen." 


Deer Supply Up 


Bushman praised 
the various 


sportsmen's organizations for their 
policy of stocking rabbits and pheas- 
ants and credited the large amount 
of small game to the stocking pro- 
gram as well as to the "excellent 
breeding season" this year. 


The stocking program will con- 


tinue, he said, with the game pro- 
tectors to put out approximately 700 
rabbits during the first half of De- 
cember to help replace those lulled 
off during the small game season. 


Not only the small game, but the 


deer supply as well, is larger than 
it has been for some time in the 
county. Terming the number of deer 
available as larger than last year, 
Bushman noted that the deer seem 
to have become residents of all parts 
of the county, rather than of the 
mountainous sections alone. And 
while the deer hunting here is 
scheduled merely to be "better than 
last year," reports from upstate indi- 
cate that the hunting there will be 
"very, very good," Bushman said. 


Deer All Over County 


Locally, deer are traveling all over 


the county, judging by the difficul- 
ties, they are having; with the auto- 
mobiles, Bushman noted. 


Recently two were killed along 


the Taneytown road. A big buck 
was hit recently by a car on the 
Emmitsburg road and was later 
found dead on government land. 
Another deer was found dead at Mc- 
Sherrystown. 


The antlered deer season opening 


at 7 a. m. Monday will continue until 
5 p. m. Dcember 9. Then, in Adams 
county, on December 10, those who 
have not shot a buck can hunt, for 
one day only, antlerless deer. Bush- 
man noted for the benefit of those 
who hunt In camps, that if the mem- 
bers of the camp have killed six 
bucks during the season, none of 
the members, whether they have 
shot a buck or not, may hunt for 
doe.

carry a roster. Roster forms are 
available from the game, protector, 
and one copy must be with the cap- 
tain while the group is hunting and 
another copy must be in the camp or 
car.

JUSTICE SLAPS 
GHOST WRITING 
AS COUNTERFEIT 


Washington. Nov. 26 (cpi—Crrrnch. j 
Justice Jackson brings up the ques- ’ 
Hon of ghost-writers again. 
Here 
was the Supreme Court j 
droning through a batch of dull 
Monday cases. It reached one about 
a lawyer accused of having had a 
hand in writing a magazine piece 
which bore another man s name but 
was in support of the lawyer'* client. 
Suddenly Justice Jackson, who’s 
been around a long time in Wash- j 
ington where you hear a lot about I 
ghost-writers, teed off: 
“Ghost-writing has debased the 
intellectual currency in circulation j 
here <Washington! and is a type of 
counterfeiting which invites no de­ 
fense." 
Just A Coincidence 
No defense? Busy President Tru- 
pleput themselves into their prod- j man Probably would be among the 
first to defend it. So would President 
Roosevelt, if he were alive. 
It was Just coincidence, but while 
Justice Jackson was delivering his 
opinion of ghost-writing, another 
Washington 
story 
was 
breaking: 
Clark Clifford, one of Mr. Truman’s 
most trusted White House aides, was 
j leaving to go into private business 
to make more money. 
Clifford has been serving as Mr ! 
Truman’s legal counsel and also as 
a ghost-writer, In fact, as ghost­ 
writer for Mr Truman. Clifford had 
succeeded Judge Samuel Rosenman 
and some others who had done 
ghost-writing for Mr. Roosevelt. 
How It Goes 
The story of Presidential ghost­ 
writing under Mr. Roosevelt and Mr 
Truman goes like this: When they 
had to make a speech—*ay on labor 
—the government agency most ex­ 
pert on the subject (in this case 
the Labor Department) would dig 
up the necessary facts and back­ 
ground. 
This would go into the ghost­ 
writing mill at the White House 
where a number of aides would take 
a whack at putting 
the speech 
; together. 
When all the pieces were fitted 
together—with maybe a last going 
over by Rosenman or Clifford—or 
maybe the whole job by them—the 
finished product went to the Presi­ 
dent. 
Then—the President, whether Mr 
Truman or Mr. Roosevelt, would go 
over what the ghosts had written, 
make 
what changes he thought 
necessary, put in some touches of 
his own. or maybe even re-write 
I the whole thing. 
Onr Solution 
Other government official* have 
ghosts, or at least ghostly help. So 
do many businessmen. If you asked 
them why they didn't do the whole 
job themselves, they’d probably say: 1 
‘‘I can’t possibly make ail the 
speeches I’m called upon to make 
and write them all myself and still , 
get my other work done. So long as 
the speech represents what I think. 
! it s honest to do it with the help 
of a ghost.” 
To the problem raised by Justice 
Jackson, when he says: “Ghost­ 
writing has debased the intellectual 
currency in circulation here," there’s 
one solution: Cut down the amount

return is not tile accepted meas­ 
ure of success. 
Conception Changes 
But is not each of these charac­ 
teristics found today in business 
worthily purchased? Tile field of 
knowledge 
requisite to the more 
successful conduct of business has 
been greatly widened by the appli­ 
cation of industry not only of the 
sciences, but also by the new science 
chemical, mechanical and electrical 
of management; by the increasing 
difficulties involved in adjusting the 
relations of labor and capital; by 
the necessary intertwining of social 
and industrial problems, and by the 
ever-extending scope of state and 
federal regulation of business. 
Indeed, mere size and expaasion 
alone have compelled the business­ 
man to enter upon new and broader 
fields of knowledge in order to match 
his achievements with his oppor­ 
tunities. This new development is 
tending to make business an applied 
science. The conception of trade has 
changed. The old idea of a good bar­ 
gain was a transaction in which one 
man got the better of another. The 
new idea of a good contract is a 
transaction which is good for both 
parties to it. 
Profit Is Essential 
In other words, we have come to 
think of success in business as some­ 
thing 
very 
different 
from 
mere 
money-making. True, in business to­ 
day as it always has been, the earn­ 
ing of a profit is something more 
than an incident of success; IT IS 
AN ESSENTIAL CONDITION OF 
SUCCESS, because the continued 
absence of profit Itself would spell 
failure. But while loss of profit spells 
failure, large profits in themselves 
do not connote success, Success in 
business also means excellence of 
performance. 
It means advance­ 
ment in methods and processes. Im­ 
provement of products, elimination 
of friction and waste, bettering the 
conditions of employes, and estab­ 
lishing cordial and friendly relations 
with customers and the community. 
Yes, science is really getting into 
business 
A college professor was 
asked how' science helps business, 
and he replied. “W hat would the 
suspender business amount to with­ 
out the law of gravitation?” 
World Gets Smaller 
Competition demands lower costs 
and science finds the way Years ago 
America was four months wide Fast 
trains later made it four days wide, 
and now airplanes have made it 
eight hours wide. For every horse 
of another day we now' have an 
automobile and it could be s ud for 
every jackass, too. considering the 
way some people drive In addition 
to the railroad .trucks and buses 
claim their share of freight and 
passengers, and the airplanes are 
flying off with all they can carry. 
Oil is fighting coal to heat us 
electricity Is fighting ice to keep 
us cool; and. to make matters more 
interesting, gas is trying to run the 
whole show by producing both heat 
and cold W ater power is fighting 
steam power, plastics are fighting 
glass, steel is fighting wood, cement 
is fighting steel, lumber is fighting 
cement, and celotex is giving lumber 
the greatest fight of its long and 
honorable career. 
With the scientists ever on the 
alert for ideas, new ideas, the busi­ 
nessman for self-preservation, if for 
no other reason, has been forced to 
do some scientific thinking 
and 
planning for himself. That very es­ 
sential condition of success, called 


i profit, already referred to, must 
; materialize else the ethical .stand­ 
ards and idealism of modern busi­ 
ness will go for naught and another 
business failure will join that un­ 
fortunate 95 . 
Annoying Problems 
Unsound 
government 
policies 
I constitute one of the biggest and 
most annoying problems confront­ 
ing 
the 
American 
businessman. 
Notwithstanding the most careful 
and intelligent planning he cannot 
realize his objectives if bedeviled 
and harassed by government. 
Let us take taxes, for example: 
How is business to keep the country 
prosperous with 
the 
government 
taxing it to death. The non-think- 
ing segment of our population, led 
by 
time-serving 
politicians, 
cry 
“Soak the Rich"; but the catch in 
this is, that when we soak the rich 
we also soak the poor. If we can’t 
have wealth, we can’t have farms 
and factories, and railroads and 
ships; and if we con’t have these 
great Job-producing industries, just 
how is the workingman going to 
live and support his family? 
The truth is. wages could and 
would be much higher if the “Boss" 
didn’t have to pay out so much In 
taxes. The average employer. I feel 
confident, 
would 
rather 
see 
his 
money go to his employes than to an 
extravagant and profligate govern­ 
ment 
that spends more than it 
takes in It has been said that even­ 
tually labor leaders will discover

If a businessman attempted to run

Our American businessman knows 
that the country’s welfare rests oil.

everybody who work for a living i*. 
t in business whether he knows it or 
not. When all is said and done, the 
best friend of th* worker Is not the 
government but rather the bu iness- 
; men of our country w hose success or 
failure has a profound and corre­ 
sponding effect upon every home, 
every school, and every' church in 
every community

States. Bankrupt busine' * and you 
bankrupt everybody Including the 
government.

Toward Better Starts 


Having exactly the right breaker 


point gap, with the points set for 
accurate facing and cam dwell, will 
go a long way toward improving 
starting. In a recent case that was 
brought to my attention, an engine 
developed stubborn resistance to 
cranking. It seemed to hold back 
the starter-motor like too heavy oil 
on a cold morning. Someone was 
smart enough to check the breaker 
points, finding the gap way off base. 


All New And Welcome 


Motorists who have complained of 


insufficient warmth from the car's 
hot water heater will be glad to know 
that this year the market offers a 
special booster to speed up the 
heater and to make it more effective 
for all-round operation. Water from 
the engine is fed to a little metal 
booster which is bolted to the ex- 
haust pipe. Thus the water is addi- 
tionally heated on its way to the 
heater core. 


Another aid is a new powder 


which, sprinkled on the car's body, 
will greatly accelerate the process of 
waxing, especially in damp weather. 
Many motorists have for years used 
rorn starch for this same purpose.- 
When using it, I prefer to sprinkle 
it on the polishing cloth rather than 
over the waxed surface. 


Mechanic Joe Speaking: 


"Some seemingly simple things 


about cars can become quite trouble- 
some unless understood and given 
appropriate attention. A backfire is 
a good illustration. When the engine 
pops back through the carburetor 
most drivers think it unimportant, 
and let it slide until the thing be- 
comes annoying. Meanwhile such 
backfiring can actually damage the 
carburetor. 
Backfires mean heat, 


flame that get into the carburetor 
throat and which would emit from 
the air intake were it not for the 
fact that modern engines have air 
cleaners which also serve as traps 
for backfires.

Creeps Up On You 


Maybe you'd noticed it, but the" 


reason the car 50 often is going 
way above the legal speed limit 
when entering a town is merely be- 
cause the tendency is to lo.se sense 
of speed when on the open road.

Found Trouble And Cause 


When a friend of mine took the 


day off to check engine compression 
he didn't realize that he was going 
to learn more than the facts re- 
garding the engine's efficiency. His 
dividend came as the result of not- 
ing that two adjacent cylinders 
showed low compression — much 
lower than the other cylinders. That, 
of course, meant trouble. But it was 
a clue to the kind of trouble. Com- 
pression drop in adjacent cylinders 
indicates a blown gasket between 
them.

Justice Jackson brings up the ques- 
tion of ghost-writers again. 


Here was the Supreme Court 


droning through a batch of dull 
Monday cases. It reached one about 
a lawyer accused of having had a 
hand in writing a magazine piece 
which bore another man's name but 
was in support of the lawyer's client. 


Suddenly Justice Jackson, who's 


been around a long, time in Wash- 
ington where you hear a lot about 
ghost-writers, teed off: 


"Ghost-writing has debased the 


intellectual currency in circulation 
here (Washington) and is a type of 
counterfeiting which invites no de- 
fense." 


Just A Coincidence 


No defense? Busy President Tru- 


man probably would be among the 
first to defend it. So would President 
Roosevelt, if he were alive. 


It was just coincidence, but while 


Justice Jackson was delivering his 
opinion of ghost-writing, another 
Washington 
story was breaking: 


Clark Clifford, one of Mr. Truman's 
most trusted White House aides, was 
leaving to go into private business 
to make more money. 


Clifford has been serving as Mr. 


Truman's legal counsel and also as 
a ghost-writer. In fact, as ghost- 
writer for Mr. Truman, Clifford had 
succeeded Judge Samuel Bosenman 
and some others who" had done 
ghost-writing for Mr. Roosevelt. 


How It Goes 


The story of Presidential ghost- 


writing under Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. 
Truman goes like this: When they 
had to make a speech—say on labor 
—the government agency most ex- 
pert on the subject (in this case 
the Labor Department) would dig 
up the necessary facts and back- 
ground. 


This would go into the ghost- 


writing mill at the White House 
where a number of aides would take 
a whack at putting the speech 
together. 


When all the pieces were fitted 


together—with maybe a last going 
over by Rosenman or Clifford—or 
maybe the whole job by them—the 
finished product went to the Presi- 
dent 


Then—the President, whether Mr. 


Truman or Mr. Roosevelt, would go 
over what the ghosts had written, 
make what changes he thought 
necessary, put in some fbuches of 
his own, or maybe even re-write 
the whole thing. 


One Solution 


Other government officials have 


ghosts, or at least ghostly help. So 
do many businessmen. If you asked 
them why they didn't do the whole 
job themselves, they'd probably say: 


"I can't possibly make all the 


speeches I'm called upon to make 
and write them all myself and still 
get my other work done. So long as 
the speech represents what I think, 
it's honest to do it with the help 
of a ghost." 


To the problem raised by Justice 


Jackson, when he says: "Ghost- 
writing has debased the intellectual 
currency in circulation here," there's 
one solution: Cut down the amount 
of intellectual currency in circula- 
tion by having- fewer speeches. Then 
maybe the currency would be worth 
more.
